brought to light last spring. Investigation 
shows in twenty-six wards and the: Town of 
Cicero out of the 1,266 judges and clerks 
there are 10 gamblers, 87 saloonkeepers, 23 
bartenders, 478 who are not householders, |

Several were found who had died. 


Democratic J udges Irregular: 


Fully 90 per cent of the irreguiarities are 
among the Democratic judges and clerks, - 
All the gambiers and bartenders are Demo- 
crats, and the saloonkeepers as well, with a 
few exceptions. ‘The city, county, State, and 
government employés who are serving under 
the County Court in this canacity are Demo- 
crats. About one-half of those unemployed 
are Republicans.

BELL CLOTHING COMPANY INSURANCE. 


Policies of $106,000 on Stock and $47,500 
on Building. 


Fire in the Bell clothing store Thursday 
night caused quite a heavy loss to insurance 
companies carrying risks on stock and build- 
ing. Insurance men are now talking of the 
low rate which the Superintendent of Surveys 
of the Underwriters’ Association had put on 
the property. The rate on stock was only 90 
cents and on building 65 cents. It was con- 
sidered so low, in fact, that at least one com- 
pany canteled its policy and refused to carry 
any further risk, The loss from fire and 
water, it is estimated, will foot up to $50,000 
on stock and $3,000 on Building. The in- 
surance on the building was $47,500 and oh 
stock $100,000 with other insurance yet to 
hear from. There was carried on furniture 
and fixtures $6,000 and J. Soloman, who had 
a shoe store in the building, carried $14,500. 
The total of the Bell Clothing company’s in- 
surancé as placed in Chicago was $106,000. 
In the official report made by the Insurance

THERE ARE BIG FAMILIES IN QUEBEO. 


The Province Gives a Bounty and the 
Fathers Are Prompt to Ask If, 

Portiand. (Me.) Press: Nearly 180,000 
acres of rich agricultural land in the Province 
of Quebec has been given away in bounties 
for large families in the last four years by the 
Provincial Government. These bounties are 
regulated by law, and are paid at the rate of 
100 acres of government land for every fam- 
ily of twelve or more children. The act gov- 
erning the bounties was a creation of ex- 
Premier Mercier, and was entitled An act 
to confer a privilege upon fathers of families 
who have twelve children living.”’ 

In order to obtain the bounty the applicant

retary, accompanied by his certiticate of mar- 
riage, a certificate of baptism ofeach of his 
children. anda certificate, sworn before a 
Justice of the Peace, giving the number and 
names of his children, Up to this date, 1742 
fathers of twelve or more children have eom- 
plied with the conditions of this act, and re- 
ceived the State reward. 

Not all of them, howevér, are satisfled with 
the amount of the bounty. Instances of fam- 
ilies of twenty or more children are not rare, 
and the fathers of these usually look for a re- 
ward superior, proportionately, to that ac- 
ceded to those who barely come within. the 
provisions of the act. The Hon. G. Ominet, 
the present Superintendent oi Education in 
Quebec Province, is the twenty-sixth 
child of the same father and mother. 
There is a letter on record in the 
Crown Lands Department of the govern- 
ment from Puul Belanger of River du Loup, 
an old man who fought in 1837. 38 against 
the rebels of that period, who states that, de- 
siring to serve his country alike in peace and 
in war, he has given her as many children/as 
he has killed enemies of his nationality— 
namely: thirty-six. Mr. Belanger asks 
whether three lots of land will be given the 
families which, like his own, contain thirty- 
six living children. 

Applications for bounties continue to come 
in at the rate of over 300 a year.. In some 
cases they are from parents whose twelfth 
child js yet of exceedingly tender age and 
who could no earlier have complied with the 
conditions of the law. Other applications are 
constantly received from people who have 
only recently heard of the law, or who have 
held back until sure that it was the correct 
and fashionable thing to do to take the offi- 
cial bounty. 


NAPOLEON’S DAINTY TOILET. 


After His Morning Shave His Valet Scoured | 
Him with Eu de Cologne. 

One of the most interestitig articles found 
among the recent numerous essays upon the 
private iife of Napoleon is on the toilet of 
the Emperor, which, it appears, was a most 
important matter and regulated down to the 
with mathematical pre- 
cision. When awakened it was Napoleon’s 
custom to glance over the papers while the 
fires were lit. He was sensitive to cold, and 
a fire was prepared in every room even in 
midsummer. Then of distinguished people 
awaiting an audience he would designate 
those whom he wished to see, after which 
he would rise and take a hot bath, lasting 
about an hour. The daily shaving was the 
next duty. Ordinarily his physician, Cor- 
visart, would be present, chatti and secur- 
ing fuvors for his friends. Napoleon’s greet- 
ing was usually some bidinage, such as. 
Ah. charlatan! How many patients have 
you killed this morning? And tne physician 
would reply in kind. wo valets were necea- 
sary for shaving, one holding the basin and 
another the mirror. The Emperor, in a flan- 
nel robe de chambre. then covered hig face 
with soap and began to shave. Throw- 
i off his robe, Napoleon as next 
deluged with eau de cologne and sub- 
jected to a thorough scrubbing with a 
rough brush. The vaiet then rubbed the 
whoie body with linen rolls saturated with 
eau de cologne—a custom that Napoleon had 
acquired in the East. The scrubbing was 
none of the lightest either, for he wouid-eall 
out from time to time, ‘‘ Harder—rub hard- 
er.“ When the scrubbing was over the Em- 
peror dressed himself. A curious detail of 
his costume was the religious care with which 
he kept hung round his neck the little 
leather envelope, shaped like a heart, which 
contained the poison which was to liberate 
him in case of irretrievable reverses of fort- 
une. This poison was prepared after a revipe 
that Cabanis had given to Corvisart, and after 
the year 1808 the Emperor never undertook 
a campaign without having his littlg packet | 
of poison. *
